From the caves of Europe to the canyons 
of Utah, the hand of ancient man has been 
at work creating a picture story funda- 
mental to all humanity. On rough rock faces 
we see ancient hunters pursuing herds of 
bison, we see dancing sorcerers com- 
municating with spirits of nature... and, 
most remarkably, we see a fresh, playful 
creativity we have come to expect only 
from a master. 


Up until recently these remarkable and re- 
vealing works could only be seen by a few 
privileged anthropologists who were willing 
to travel great distances and crawl through 
dark and muddy caves. Because of cramped 
spaces and undulating rock faces, photo- 
graphic reproduction was sometimes im- 
possible and usually, at best, unsatisfactory. 


Many of these ancient paintings have now 
been recreated in their full beauty with 
great scientific accuracy by New York-

based artist Douglas Mazonowicz, whose 
lecture presentation will include a film and 
slide show featuring many of the finest ex- 
amples of prehistoric art from several parts 
of the world. 


Douglas Mazonowicz, a master of Seri- 
graphy (a silkscreen technique) spent 
twenty years studying and working in re- 
mote areas of France, Spain, Africa, and 
the American West. Many of Mazonowicz’s 
serigraphs are on display in the Academy’s 
Hand of Man exhibit in Cowell Hall. 


As usual, your membership card admits you 
through the main entrance at Cowell Hall. 
You will be asked to present your member- 
ship card again at the auditorium door. 


This is the last month to see the Hand of 
Man exhibit in Cowell Hall which includes 
many of the serigraphs of ancient cave 
paintings by artist Douglas Mazonowicz (see 
September Meetings). 


Also running through September 30 is 
Fishes King Tut Might Have Eaten at Stein- 
hart Aquarium. Look for the Egyptian sym- 
bols on the tanks housing specimens from 
the Nile and those that appeared on temple 
friezes. 


Other continuing exhibits include a color 
photographic show on Bali in Lower Cowell 
Hall and Voyagers to Jupiter, featuring 
photographs and information on the 
Voyager spacecraft mission to Jupiter.

Welcome Mat Is Out In Tank II! 

Steinhart Aquarium’s tropical shark tank 
welcomed a new resident last month when 
a shark-like ray, called a sawfish (Pristis 
pectinata) was brought from Sea World, 
San Diego. The illustration on this month’s 
‘Newsletter’ cover will give you some idea 
of the beauty of this animal which is noted 
for its peculiar tooth configuration, an 
adaptation it uses to slash through its tropi- 
cal ocean habitat to stun prey. While it is 
not dangerous to humans nor to fish its own 
size, it can grow to lengths of 20 feet and 
weigh 800 pounds!
